SUBJECT: DESIGNATION OF BUREAU DETECTIVE COORDINATORS AND 
ACCESS TO THE TEAMS II - USE OF FORCE DATABASE WHEN 
RESPONDING TO DISCOVERY REQUESTS 


Special Order No. 19, “ Criminal Discovery Requests Associated With Non-Categorical Use of 
Force Investigations, ” dated June 14, 2006, outlined the procedures for each Geographic Bureau 
to designate a Bureau Detective Coordinator (BDC). The BDC is responsible for responding to 
criminal discovery requests associated with Non-Categorical Use of Force (UOF) investigations 
received from the City and District Attorney’s Office. A recent audit revealed that “non- 
Geographic Bureaus” were not specified under that Special Order. In anticipation of an 
upcoming revision to Special Order No. 19, it is requested that all Department Bureau 
Commanding Officers (CO) designate a BDC to handle their discovery requests. 

Additional findings surfaced regarding the BDC’s access to the TEAMS II UOF database. 
Research conducted by Investigative Analysis Section (IAS), Detective Bureau, revealed that 
currently assigned BDCs have experienced problems when attempting to access the TEAMS II 
UOF database. 

To gain access to the TEAMS II UOF database, the BDC will need to complete and submit an 
Intradepartmental Correspondence, Form 15.2 (attached) to the TEAMS II CO. The form can be 
found on the TEAMS II Website link located at the top of the Chiefs Web Page. In addition to 
the Form 15.2 Work Assignment Change Request, a separate Form 15.2, directed to the TEAMS 
II CO, shall be completed requesting that the designated BDC be given access to TEAMS II 
UOF cases. The two forms should be submitted together as to avoid delays. Once these forms 
are completed, they can be mailed to Mail Stop 791. Anyone needing assistance filling out the 
forms, can contact TEAMS II at (310) 342-0657 (press Option No. 5).
